Spirited Discussion by Senators of 


tho Labor Bureau Bill.

WASHINGTON CITV, JInyS.—In tho sonato 


tho regular order at 2 o'clock p. ui. was the 
bill to establish a bureau of labor statistics, 
tho poudiuR question buing tho amendment 
proposed by Van Wyck, providing that tho 
chief of tho proposed bureau shall be a 
person identified with tho labor interests of 
the country. Bayard could not understand 
the import oC this amendment, since nine- 
tcon-twentioths of tho people of the United 
State? are working people. 0£ idlers there 
are few, and it was uot to be supposed that a 
chiof would bo chosen from the lazy and 
luxurious class. 


"The senator," said Mr. Van Wycl;, "must 


have read tbo bill." "I have," fiaid; Mr. Bay- 
urd, 


"Then ho must know that it is exceedingly 


vagnu in its provisions." "I do,'' replied Mr. 
Bayard. 


'•Is it not proper, then," asl;ed Mr. Van 


Wyck, "that tho amendment should accord 
with the tonus of tho bill?' "It is." 


"Well," said tho Nebraska senator, amid 


roars of laughter, "my amendment is de- 
signed to haraiouizb with tho bill." 


"Tukiug that view of tho matter," said Mr. 


Bayard, "the 
amendment 
is 
eminently 


proper." 


Van Wyck said lie understood the laboring 


men demanded thu passage of tho bill as 
more in 
their 
interest than any other 


measure. They wanted this, if every other 
legislative proposition failed. He criticised 
the provisions of the hill to prohibit tho im- 
portation of foreign labor, which, ho said, 
was no protection to the American laborer, 


Bayard said ho was opposed to tho amend- 


ment, 
'if any benefit was to bo derived from 


the proposed bureau, it should be placed 
under tho cor.tro! of a professional statis- 
tician. Tho bill itself seemed utterly imprac- 
ticable. Most of tho information sought by 
it was gathered by thy census bureau, but to 
carry Jilt its provisions a corpse of assistants 
would be required larger than that employed 
in collecting tho statistics ambodied in the 
census of 1SSO. He favored tho substitute of 
Garland, which extended thu functions of the 
present bureau of statistics to take in tho 
facts and figures relating to labor. 


Ingalls, who said lie had every impulse and 


incentive to give his cordial support to every 
measure for tho amelioration ot tho worU- 
iugmnn, controverted the statement made 
during tho debate that national legislation 
had been against the laborer and in favor of 
consolidated capital. 
Labor and capital 


wero not enemies, but friends; they wore not 
antagonists but colleagues and auxiliaries; 
a'.id the legislator who attempted to array 
the ono against the other was an enemy, not 
only to tho laboring man, hut to the host in- 
terests of tho country. He then particularized 
the crudities in tho bill in a satirical manner, 
keeping both sides of tho chamber ia a state 
of hilarious oxcitemont. "1 shall uot," he 
said, in conclusion, "no matter what may be 
the demand of nny body of men assuming to 
represent tho laboring classes, abdicate my 
functions as ti legislator and stultify my 
judgment as a man, by giving my assent to a 
measure that will uot in any measure ac- 
complish the results sought to bo obtained." 


Van Wyck contended that national leRinla- 


tiou had been largely in favor of moneyed 
corporations. 
It had given railroad and 


other corporations power over our courts 
aud executive departments. It had enabled 
thorn to secure nn opinion from tho attorney 
general, which wrested millions of acres 
t'roul tho public domain and placed them se- 
curely iu tho hands of powerful and rich cor- 
porations. Tho policy which had encouraged 
this one-sided aurt 
unjust discrimination 


could not last forever. 


Blair defender! tho bill from, a grammatical 


and common senso standpoint. 
Ho would 


not reply to tho trivial fooleries indulged in 
by the sonator from Kansas (Ingalls), but 
would pass them ovor with the silence they 
deserved.

TEACHING'A DOG'T'O READ. 


DcliillH oi Sir Julm LubbiK-k's Ctmrso 


of <:anlnc IiiKti'iictioii. 


[>"ow York SuuJ 


Sir John Lubbock, tho distinguished phys- 


icist, as wo not long ago explained, is trying 
to teach hfa dog to converse. 


It sooms from o letter which Sir John sends 


to tho lost nutxiber of Mature, that Van, the 
doK, is makiup very sntisfaetory progivss in 
'jis studies. Ho is, indeed, dib];layi»K such 
u[)titucle for learning that his tnafeier intends 
soon to put him ir.to arithmetic. 


Tho method ot iustruotion adopted is n 


very .simple oue. Sir John prints on pieces 
of card-board, about ten inchos long by three 
inches broad; such words us "food," "bone," 
"water," "out,!' etc. 
A number of these 


cards are placed on the floor sido by side, so 
t'nat'the dog has several cards to select from, 
each bearing a difierent word. Vuii has now 
learned to distinguish between those cards, 
and to regard the bringing of.a card us a re- 
quest. 


For instance, "When ho is hungry ho %vill 


bring a 'food' carrl time after time," fays Si: 
John Lubbock, "until ho has hud enough, and 
then he lies down quietly for d nap." When- 
ever he is thirsty ho picks up the "water" 
card -without ony suggestion from bis master, 
and brings it with perfect gravity. 
When 


he is invited to take a wall; ho "gludly re- 
sponds by picking up tho 'out' card and run- 
ning triumphantly with it before mo to the 
front door. 
If through iimdveitonco he 


brings a card for something ho does uot 
want, when the 
corresponding object is 


shown to him he seizes the card, takes it 
ban!: again, and fetches tbe right ono." Sir 
John therefore eoucludes, after much obser- 
vation, that tho dog "caunot only disliuguisb 
between ono word and another, but also tts- 
sociatc tlio word and tho object," 


Van has made this progress i:i conversu- 


tiou, too, despite many interruptions in tho 
course of tlio instruction due to his muster's 
frequent, absences from horao and inability 
to give more thau a little attention to tbe 
dog's tuition. As it is, in the opinion of Sir 
John Lubbock, it soems to bo demonstrated 
that "this method of instruction opens out 
u means by which dogs and other animals 
may bo enabled to communicate with us 
more satisfactorily than hitherto." 


Sir John Lubbock, indeed, repeats his re- 


quest that others will co-operate in this work 
of canine instruction, for, as wo have said, 
he wants to extend tho course. "I am now 
considering," ho "writes, "tho best mode of 
testing "V'an iu very 
simple arithmetic." 


Here, too, in all probability, ho will like- 
wise bo successful, and wo await with in- 
terest the reports of Van's progress m learn 
ing to cipher.

whoso name is connected with tho unfor- 
tunate Gustie Luckow, and her myster- 
ious death, disappeared from this city, 
but an officer was soon advised ot hia 
whereabouts, and last night Marshal Ho- 
gan went to Eigin, Illinois, and [after 
consulting with the chief of police of that 
city, soon found his man. Punchon was 
engaged in painting, and Marshal Hogan 
told him that he had better come back 
to Janesvillo and holp find tho missing 
girl, that tho people thought it a littlo 
auspicious for him to leave under such 
circumstances, 
Punchon wilhugly ac- 


ceded to the marshal's request aud pro- 
Curing 
hid - grip-sack, 
started 
with 


Marshal Hogaii for this city. Upon 
reaching the yards of tho dopot.^it ono 
o'clock this afternoon, tho train was 
stopped, and tho two were allowod to get 
off. 
Tho marshal then told Punchon 


that tbe girl had boon found in the river, 
and that ho was compelled to arrest him. 
This was somewhat of a surprise, buttus 
marshal had no difficulty in taking him 
to jail. He did not have anything to say 
regarding tho girl. Ho will, perhaps, 
have an opportunity to toll his story bo- 
foro tho inquest closes.

Tho inquest ovor tho body o£ tbe lato 


Gustie Lnckow, began before Justice M. 
S. Priehard at his office, at ten o'clock 
this morning, 
Tho jury was composed

John Brown, J. D. Bates, aud Wru. Far- 
man, The witnesses were examined by 
District Attorney Sale. 


John Brown sworn— says ho know 


Gustie Luokow, last saw her alive, Thurs- 


day, and saw the body Thursday after- 
noon when tho body was taken from tho 
river, and it was the body ot Mies 
Luakow. 


0. W.' Jaokman testified that he Unew 


Gustie Luokow, who had worked at his 
house about one year. Punchon came to 
his house three weeks ago to paiut, and 
was there about two weeks. Ho last saw 
Gnstie last Sunday night quarter past 
nine at hia house. He said ho was wait- 
ing for her as she was out late, and when 
she came she was alono, and he did not 


was not great rigidity ot tfa'e .body. The 
hair was neatly done'iip, nnd was firmly 
in ltn place. The uyes wore closed aud 
tho tongue slightly protruding. 
The 


body was removed from the river bank 
to tho storeroom in the barn of the old 
Hyatt house. Se made a fnrther ex- 
amination of the body at that place with 
Dr. Palmer, Dr. C. L. Clark and others 
being prqseut. 
There was a 
slight 


scratch on the center of tie left cheek— 
an inch long and a quarter of an inch 
wide, taking off tho skin. There was 
socifl discoloration about the abrasion 
but not indicating a severe bruise. There 
wcro no abrasions obont the hands ex- 
cept those resulting naturally from post- 
mortem change. The lungs were found 
to contain an unusual amount of air. 
They were inflated to an unusual degree, 
and soemod to bo in a healthy] etate. Tho 
cavities of tho heart wire not full; tho 
right had more blood m it than tlio lefr, 
and was moro firmly coagulated. Tlio 
general organs of the body seemed to be 
m ueullhy conditions. [Hero the doctor 
gave a full description of tlio gentle or- 
gans and so on, which we daom best to 
omit iu this report.'] He did not find an 
indication of violence on the body. The 
fir! must have been dead from three 
to live days. Ho believed sho died in 
tho water, and from drowning with some 
modification. 
The hands did not soem 


f-o have struggled materially in the act of 
drowning. Tharo was an unusual amount 
of air in the lungs for a person that was 
drowned; there was also an unusually 
small quantity of fluid in tho stomach for 
n parson who hod been drowned. Did 
not smoli any intoxicants iu tho stomach. 
There was no marked peculiarity about 
the body not being very rigid. In warm 
wontheru body will rise m about live days, 
but in winter it will remain under vater 
a much longer tiraa. The body camo to 
the surface quito soon for this time of 
tbe year, but tho inflation of tho lungs 
contributed largely to this body rising so 
onrly after being drowned. 
She clearly 


did not make much of an effort.—[At 
three o'clock Dr. Whiting hud not con- 
cluded his evidence.]
